In accordance with 37 C.F.R. § 1.10(d), Applicants hereby petition the 
Commissioner to correct an incorrect filing date that was accorded by the U.S. Patent 
and Trademark Office ("USPTO) on the Postcard. 

The Filing Date/Serial Number stamped on the Postcard (copy attached 
hereto) that was received from the USPTO on November 7, 2003, reflects a filing date 
of October 27, 2003. In contrast, the "date-in" section of the Express Mail mailing label 
(copy attached hereto), reflects the actual date of deposit with the USPS of 
October 23, 2003. The attached Express Mail mailing label specifically references the 
present patent application bearing the notation "843161-316/Brian M. Berliner" which 
corresponds to the present attorney docket number and the attorney's name.
